done; — neither could.it be (under half that time) that 
the men could. have notice of it ſent/'them, as they lay 
ſcattered in their ſeveral] Quarters, ' which formerly I 
mentioned ; and many were likewiſe to provide Horſes, 
their own being dead, or ſo weak and out of Condition 
for want .of Forrage,, that they were;of little 'uiſe for 
Service : Howeyer two, Companies that were at and'near 
Domnnigale, march'd in the:'Morning|betime to-join the 
Northern Men, and to ſecure that Paſs, which was 20. 
Miles from them,and many hundreds of Men, Women and 
Children march'd with them, - with Bag andBaggage 1n 
hopes. .to. get to Derry before. the Enemy intercepted 
them ; but this. day. being. diſmally wet, and/extream 
windy, and marching over that horrible Mountain of 
Barneſmore, which is 15 miles long, tho' they marched ar 
an extraordinary rate, yet-it was ſeven. at night before 
they could reach itz and my- Lord (expeQing to meet 
Colonel Lundy there) rid with a. dozen Horſe, to dif 
courſe him, and ro know why he was drawn from his
